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Stirring of a Besetting Doubt 


Delegates to the American Farm Bureau 
Federation's annual meeting in Chicago will 
be full of information in the next few days 
about the plight of farmers. 
They will know that a 19-year low has been 
set by prices received for crops and live- 
gtock—that overhead has been rising while 
income has been falling. 
They will know that the parity ratio — 
prices received by farmers compared 
with 
prices paid has — slumped to 79 and will be 
even lower than mid-December statistics are 
released. 
They will know that government-held farm 
surpluses at the beginning of November this 
year had reached a 9.2-billion-dollar 
total 
and will continue to rise. 
They will know, too, that even an agricul­ 
tural optimist has no hope of converting this 
surplus into cash. President Eisenhower un­ 
doubtedly is promising some of it to India, 
but even if India could use all of it the 
United States could not afford to send it 
there, nor could the Indian government af­ 
ford to receive it. 


THE IMMEDIATE effect would be to throw 
the Indian economy completely off balance. 
Much of the supply would be wasted in India 
because of religious scruples and prejudice 
against strange foodstuffs. It cannot be used 
either abroad or at home. In effect, the United 
States, to conceal from itself the hopeless­ 
ness of its farm problem, has been storing 
horseshoes to conceal from blacksmiths the 
cruel fact there is no demand for all the 
horseshoes they can make, 
The stirrings of a besetting doubt about the 
farm problem in the United States are grad­ 
ually shaping a conviction about the problem 


—that it is insoluble as a matter of eco­ 
nomics because it is insoluble as a matter 
of politics. 
No politicians dares to tell marginal farm­ 
ers they should give up farming because they 
are not equipped to compete with the money­ 
makers. Yet this is where the farm problem 
comes to a focus—in the inability of border­ 
line operators to make a living. 
The most efficient producers are complain­ 
ing; they will never quit. But they are mak­ 
ing a living, nevertheless, and the best ones 
are doing very well. It is the political push to 
furnish a living for farmers who cannot make 
ends meet without a boost from public funds 
that constitutes the farm problem. 


THERE ARE too many farmers for the 
farm income, just as there are too many 
coal miner« for the coal income. But when 
coal miners are involved, no one talks about 
a coal problem; they commiserate with un­ 
employed miners. 
When farmers are involved, on the other 
hand, everybody talks about the farm prob­ 
lem, as if some politician could wander out 
of a corn field and lay down a workable so­ 
lution. 
No 
one 
speaks 
of 
“ unemployed 
farm ers.’* 
The truth is, no one is going to wander out 
of a corn field now or next year with a solu­ 
tion. All the solutions proposed in the past 
have come to nothing. Or, rather, they have 
come to something more than nine billion 
dollars, a perennial political problem and 
an illusion that something can be don« by 
the next natfbnal administration to undo what 
no government has been able to do since the 
Pharaohs—make it profitable to be a farmer 
per se, come one, come all. 


They'll Hardly Know the Old Place 


If things run true to form, it will be only a 
m atter of time until a taxpaying citizen of 
the United States on a world tour drops in to 
look at the U.S. exhibit in the world agricul- 
ture exhibit at New Delhi and throws a fit. 
This inevitable visitor will not be in as 
happy a frame of mind as the well-known 
taxpaying citizen who dropped in last week. 
President Eisenhower was not looking for 
an excuse to make trouble. He was looking 
for peace, friendship, 
cooperation, under­ 
standing, etc., a« he let it be known on any 
and all occasions. He liked everything he saw. 
The inevitable visitor will have a different 
point of view. It will cross his mind as he 
looks at the U.S. exhibit, which is designed 
to be beautiful, that it is not as beautiful as 
^ o m eb o d y ’s factory back home. He will point 
out that the U.S.S.R. exhibit looks like some­ 
body’s factory back home and therefore must 
be more attractive to visitors than the esthet­ 
ic appearance of the U.S. exhibit. 
The inevitable visitor will point out that it 
gets his dander up to see so much razmataz 
about culture in his old homeland’s exhibit 
when anyone can see with half an eye that 
Indians are interested in something to eat 


and should be interested in fly spray, soap 
and sanitary engineering. 
In all probability, the inevitable citizen will 
find something lyidg around that will suggest 
to him that foxy subversives have moved in 
under the very noses of lunkheaded job­ 
holders in charge of the U.S. exhibit and 
are peddling Communism under the protec­ 
tive wings of the American eagle. 
All this will be duly relayed by the inevit­ 
able visitor to the inevitable tub-thumpers 
back home who never have been known to 
miss a chance to beat the drums of alarm 
and there will be enough hysterical vibra­ 
tions to give everybody from Perth Amboy to 
San Diego a thumping headache. 
Once again the question will be asked that 
no one can answer: .What is America when 
the time comes to portray it to foreigners? 
Surely It Is not what the inevitable visitor* 
who threw fits in Brussels, then in Moscow 
and now will throw in New Delhi insist it 
should be. Yet they are part of it, too— 
these people who always snort they cannot 
recognize the old place when 
they’re re­ 
minded it is a place of beauty and inspira­ 
tion as well as banging and clanking. 


Nothing New for 1960 


The Democratic Advisory Council met over 
the weekend to draw up party policy for 
next year’s presidential campaign. What it 
came up with can hardly be termed sensa­ 
tional as political ammunition goes. 


Most of the (rid phrases were used. The 
Eisenhower administration was critized as 
“ faltering” and “uncertain.** It was accused 
of “failing miserably to keep the govern­ 
ment’s financial house in order.”

A first secretary of the British 
embassy in Washington during the 
war years, Whyte visited U.S. of­ 
ficials en route from the recent 
GATT meeting in Tokyo to his 
headquarters in Geneva. 
Next year's world tariff confer­ 
ence is the result of an invitation 
from U.S. Undersecretary of State 
C. Douglas Dillion. The conference 
will examine the tariff rates on

every item in international trade, 
right across the board.

the first GATT 
agreement of 12 years ago con­ 
sidered the rates on only 1,200 
principal imports and exports. 


ANY MODIFICATIONS agreed 
to at Genva will not be made 
overnight. Bui during the next 10 
years, Mr. Whyte believes t h a t 
there will be a great liberaliza­ 
tion in world trade, with the re­ 
moval of many barriers. 
The United States is now con­ 
sidered no worse an offender on 
trade discriminations than most 
other countries. On many items 
its tariffs are lower. But any fur­ 
ther reductions may meet resist­ 
ance in Congress. 
Of primary concern will be the 
examination of agricultural pro­ 
tectionism—the artificial supports 
by which most industrial nations 
subsidize their own farm produc­ 
tion.

The 
Democrats’ manifesto, blasted off 
at their New York meeting, is like 
a rocket shot at the election moon 
of i960. 
It's a 22-point blueprint of pro­ 
grams, put together by the party’s 
bigwigs on the Democratic Ad­ 
visory Council, for their platform 
in next year’s elections. 
But what the Democrats can’t 
tell is whether this heavy docu­ 
ment will reach its target or burn 
up or wither in the political at­ 
mosphere of 1960. They can’t fore­ 
see what the public mood will be 
during next year’s campaign. 
The public mood will be the 
most important factor. 
If it’s complacent and content­ 
ed, as it seems to be now, the 
voters may be indifferent to calls 
for changes or vigorous action 
and make their decision more on 
the candidates’ personalities than 
on party programs. 
Democrats and Republicans pull 
apart and are easily identifiable 
as separate parties during periods 
of national stress. They tend to 
coalesce and look like twins in 
periods of public contentment. 
There was 
a real separation 
during 
President 
Wilson’s 
fight 
with the 
Republicans over the 
League of Nations after World 
War I. This was a fight between 
internationalism and isolationism. 
Internationalist Wilson lost. 
The public, fed up on conflict, 
elected Republicans three times 
in a row in the 1920s. That was 
a complacent time, the period of 
so-called normalcy. There wasn’t 
much difference between the par­ 
ties. 
Then came the depression and 
the end of complacency. The pub- 
lie*, desperately needing a change 
and vigorous action, chose Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. It was a time 
of intense stress and the question 
of how to deal with it split the 
parties. 
The Democrats were New Deal- 
ers, 
the 
Republicans 
anti-New 
Dealers. The New Deal, for all 
practical purposes, ended in 1937 
but the Republicans didn’t seem 
to know it. 
World War II pulled them to­ 
gether, but after the war they 
split again in the period of re­ 
adjustment. Some of the Republi­ 
cans were still isolationist and 
were still fighting the New DeaL 
But the country moved into the 
rich 1950s. The public, tired of 20 
years of the Democrats and the 
conflicts of the Truman adminis­ 
tration, switched to the Republi­ 
cans. 
By 1953, when President Eisen­ 
hower took offict the Republican* 


were no longer anti-New Dealers 
or isolationist. The parties began 
to lose their visible differences 
This blurring of the Demo 
¿tic 
and Republican images went nand 
in hand with the fact that the 
country, rocking along on pros­ 
perity, 
was 
pretty 
complacent 
again. 
IJothing 
illustrates 
better 
the 
present melting away of differ­ 
ences between the parties than 
what happened in 1959. 
The Democrats had overwhelm­ 
ing majorities in both houses of 
Congress this year, thanks to the 
1958 elections. With their major­ 
ities, they might have tried to 
turn into reality some of the pro­ 
grams the Democratic Advisory 
Council now includes in its 22- 
point manifesto. 
But they went along like sheep 
under the guidance of Eisenhower. 
If this cozy relationship between 
Democrats and Republicans con­ 
tinues through 1960, the voters will 
have a hard time trying to see 
any difference between them as 
parties when they go to the polls 
next November. 


SIDE GLANCES 


If there is to be an expansion 
of trade between agricultural and 
industrial countries, there must 
be a relaxation in subsidies, says 
Mr. Whyte. 
He says he believes these sub­ 
sidies work a substantial hardship 
on 
countries that 
are low-cost 
producers and whose products are 
discriminated against. 
The forthcoming Geneva survey 
of 
trade 
with 
underdevelop e d 
countries is of special interest. 
Practically all the increase 
i n 
world trade since the war’s end 
has been between the industrial na­ 
tions. 
So the trade gaps of the under­ 
developed countries’ trade are in­ 
creasing at a time when pressures 
on their economy is greatest. 


UNDERDEVELOPED countries t 
are primarily producers of raw 
materials. The problem is to find 
outlets for those materials, or for 
semifinished materials, if they are 
to earn enough to pay off the 
debts they are now contracting 
through 
loans 
for their 
future 
development. 
The lower wage scales of coun­ 
tries that sell their products on 
the world markets in competition 
with higher - pay industrial coun­ 
tries 
presents 
an 
exceedingly 
touchy problem. 
The commom practice of the 
high-wage countries is to erect 
tariff 
barriers 
against 
imports 
from the low-labor-cost countries. 
This leads to trade discriminations. 
Japanese 
industrial 
products, 
Hong Kong handiwork and Indian 
textiles present some of the worst 
difficulties. They must export to 
live. Markets must be found for 
them without destroying produc­ 
tion in importing countries. 


JAPAN COMPLAINED bitterly 
at the Tokyo GATT meeting on 
restrictions against her products, 
says Whyte. 
Buf other nations 
turned the tables by demanding 
that Japanese restrictions against 
THEIR imports be lifted. So there 
is room for bargaining and ac­ 
commodation. 
At the forthcoming Geneva con­ 
ference, but probably not before 
the spring of 1961, this question 
will be taken up on an internation­ 
al, multilateral basis for the first 
time. 


By coming out squarely for pre­ 
sidential power to forbid labor or 
management to “shut down a basic 
industry,” Adlai E. Stevenson may 
not necessarily have advanced his 
own chance for a third presidential 
nomination but two consequences 
of big pronouncement are certain. 
First, it has assured the enact­ 
ment of a strong strike prohibi 
tion by Congress in 1960 if either 
the steel strike is resumed or a 
nationwide railroad strike should 
occur during the session. 
Second, more than any other 
event in the campaign to date, it 
has put every aspirant for the 
presidency, Democrat or Republi­ 
can, on the spot. 
Most immediately affected are 
the four Democratic senators: John 
F. Kennedy of Massachusetts, Hu­ 
bert Humphrey of Minnesota, Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson of Texas and Stu­ 
art Symington of Missouri. 
Setvenson asserted that his rec­ 
ommendations now are substantial­ 
ly the same as he advanced in 
opening his campaign on Labor 
Day, 1952, in Detroit. 


BUT HIS RHETORIC 
now 
ig 
much stiffer and its impact is 
greater due to his proposal’s direct 
application to the steel deadlock, 
the congressional meeting close at 
hand and the presidential and con­ 
gressional elections less than a 
year off. 
Stevenson said: 
“The steel strike has dramatized 
the fact that we are at the end 
of an era. Everybody is agreed 
that this cannot happen again; that 
the public interest is the para­ 
mount interest and that irrespons­ 
ible private power is an intoler­ 
able danger to our beleaguered so­ 
ciety. . . . 
“And if there are more stop­ 
pages, Congress may be expected 
to reflect the public temper in leg­ 
islation, which would not only stop 
strikes but might stop or seriously 
c r i p p l e collective bargaining, 
too. . . . 
“The right to bargain collective­ 
ly does not include a right to stop 
the national economy.” 
No top-flight American states­ 
man ever before stated the case 
against industrywide strikes 
so 
baldly. 
Stevenson’s words are the more 
important because he*is speaking 
to a Democratic Congress in which 
a considerable number of Demo-

crats (mainly from the South) are 
more in favor of strong strike pro­ 
hibitions than many of the Re­ 
publicans. 
Perhaps most important of all, 
Stevenson’s speech plays directly 
into the hands of President Eisen­ 
hower who, speaking within the 
hour before he started his cur* 
rent world tour, declared. 
“Americans will not—indeed they 
cannot—tolerate for long the crip­ 
pling of the entire economy as a 
result of labor management dis­ 
putes. . . . voluntarily they (em­ 
ployers and employes) will act re­ 
sponsibly or else, in due course, 
their countrymen will see to it 
that they do act r«ponsibiy.” 


IT IS CORRECT, as Stevenson 
says, that he sounded a com­ 
parable warning seven years ago; 
but, as affecting the immediate 
strike situation, Eisenhower's state­ 
ment occurred first. 
Further, 
almost as 
Stevenson 
was speaking, Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell suggested two 
routes to steel peace. 
First, he proposed either a presi­ 
dential 
fact-finding 
commission 
vested with power to formulate a 
specific plan of settlement of vest­ 
ment of that same authority in 
Joseph F. Finnegan, head of the 
Federal Mediation Board. 
As so far indicated that plan 
would be acceptable to the union 
but not to the steel companies. 
Secondly, the secretary of labor 
proposed compulsory arbitration, 
which the steel employers have 
been urging for solution of the 
stubborn issue relating to “feather­ 
bedding” work rules, 
with the 
union hotly protesting. 
President Eisenhower clearly has 
the whip hand in that he now can 
sent his recommendations for labor 
legislation to Congress with full 
knowledge of Stevenson's attitude. 
Both parties will be acting with 
the knowledge that within the week 
in which Congress convenes next 
month, 500,000 steelworkers in 95 
against acceptance of the “ last of 
fer” of the employer companies. 
On wages, the company says its 
offer amounts to an hourly in­ 
crease of 30 cent« over a three- 
year contract; with the union fig­ 
uring 22 cents. 
Whereas the company would sub­ 
mit the work rule issue to com­ 
pulsory arbitration, the union on 
that point refuses to budge. 


Strange Ally

mission to Bonn. 
Dillon’s main 
item of business 
here, apart from the general sub­ 
ject of increased German pay­ 
ments for NATO troop upkeep, is 
the Bpnn customs levy on import­ 
ed American coal. 
When thi* tax was imposed a 
year ago, the Germans termed it 
“temporary” and promised to res- 
cind it within a year. The German 
pledge was given to head off agi­ 
tation for a retaliatory U.S. cus­ 
toms hike against German auto­ 
mobile exports. 
But the German« reneged on 
their pledge, and the coal levy now 
looms as a red flag in the general 
American campaign to topple dis­ 
criminatory anti-U.S. trade 
bar­ 
riers. 


DILLON’S “ EXHIBIT A” 
for 
the Germans is their own Hjalmar 
Schacht, who is one of two mas­ 
terminds behind a scheme to con­ 
struct a crude oil pipeline between 
West Germany and the Italian 
port of Genoa. 
Schacht’s pipeline would knock 
into a cocked hat the Bonn gov­ 
ernment’s efforts to prop up arti­ 
ficially the price of German coal. 
It dovetails perfectly with the U.S. 
argument that anti-U.S. trade bar- 
riers are only a self-deception to 
the nations involved. 
West Germany has been import­ 


ing around 17 million tons of coal 
a year. U.S. coal undersell« Ruhr 
coal in North Germany even now, 
after the imposition of last year’s 
$4.74-a-ton levy. 
Meantime, the tax has failed to 
check the coal glut. Ruhr coal’s 
glutted 
stock« 
have 
soared 
to 
around 19 million tons, as contrast­ 
ed with 7 million tons when the 
$4.74 levy was enacted. 
Schacht, an old - school German 
nationalist 
although no Hitlerite, 
has no use for defense spending 
in principle, but he nonetheless is 
being helpful to Dillon in another 
direction: Schacht is blasting the 
Germans for their extravagance 
and general flight from frugality. 


THE OLD MAN in the high stiff 
collar isn’t buying the current Ger­ 
man argument that they are im­ 
poverished and doing the best they 
can. 
“Germany as a nation is spend­ 
ing recklessly and foolishly. Nobo- 
dy seems to know the meaning of 
thrift and moderation any longer. 
We should work harder and spend 
less,” argues Schacht. 
This is a position with which Dil­ 
lon has no quarrel. A« a profes­ 
sional investment banker, a« ii 
Schacht, Dillon will urge the Ger­ 
mans to invest in NATO. 
In any event, Schacht’s pipeline, 
in which Enrico Mattei, chief oi 
the Italian state oil monopoly, is 
also a prime mover, will bring big 
trouble to the Ruhr coalfields in 
the form of cheap Middle Easl 
and Libyan crude oil.

Rote, the Quarterback the Lions 
kept when they dealt off contro­ 
versial 
Bobby 
Layne, 
doesn’t 
know where he stands with the 
club. Officials of the club are just 
as mystified. 
Rote never signed a contract for 
the 1959 season. He demanded a 
no-release 
clause 
and 
the front 
office 
wouldn’t give it to him. 
So he played out his option. Now 
he is a free agent, and can play 
wherever he chooses in 1960, 
‘‘I haven’t made up m y mind 
on 
anything,” he said, “except 
that I’ll keep my home in Detroit. 
I have a half-interest in a busi­ 
ness here and I’m not about to 
leave that.” 
Rote completed only 38 per cent 
of his passes and threw for only 
five touchdowns, both career lows. 
He had 18 interceptions, most in 
four seasons. Coach George Wil­
